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U. S. Driven Into Retreat From Communist Zones 


IRON CURTAIN 
"CRACKS" ARE 
BEING SEALED 


Methods Reds Use 
To Make Victims 
Confess Revealed

WASHINGTON, March 6—UP)—- 


The United States is being forced 
into a slow retreat from Russian 
-dominated eastern Europe by Com- 
munist methods ranging from ex- 
pulsion of Americans to the torture 
of their native employes. 


The fact stood out today from a 
weekend of sensational 
develop- 
ments—which included a claim by 
the state department that it has 
finally solved the "mysterious enig- 
ma" of how Red police obtain con- 
fessions from their innocent vic- 
tims. 
Here are the events bearing on 
the critical eastern European front 
of the cold war up to today: 
1. Washington, the state depart- 
ment made public the dramatic 
story of Michael 
Shlpkov, 
39- 
year-old Bulgarian translator who 
went through a Communist police 
torture chamber last August and 
lived to tell his American friends 
what happened. Shipkov, recap- 
tured by the Reds, is presumed 
to be either 
dead 
or utterly 


doomed. 
2. At Budapest the Hungarian 


government—possibly in consulta- 
tion with Moscow—was looking for 
a new way to reduce the staff of 
the American legation there. The 
United States on Saturday rejected 
a Hungarian request that the staff 
be reduced 
voluntarily 
on 
the 
ground that It is a spy center. 
3. From Prague came an Ameri- 
can embassy announcement that 
Czechoslovakia soon will order al 
U. 
S. missionaries to leave th 
country. 
4. In Moscow the American em 
bassy 
staff 
was adjusting to 
heavy increase In operating costs 
which after July 1 will go up 10 
per 
cent. In revealing the rubl 
last week, the Kremlin knocked ou 
the eight-to-the-dollar special rat 
for diplomats, cutting the exchangi 
to 
six-to-one on March 1 and to 
four-to-one on July 1. 
The state department Is convinc- 
ed that all along the line the Rus- 


,.slan<i .jjnd their sste'llto jrovcfo- 
ments are trying to seal up the 
cracks which remain in the Iron 
Curtain. It was in this process 
that scholarly- Micheal Shlpkov 
got caught last August. 
What 
happened to him was one of the 
events which led to the break In 
American-Bulgarian relations 
Shipkov's story, unparallelled In 
the official public reports of this 
government, covers a 32-hour per 
lod last August. During that time 
he was under constant questioning 
by Bulgarian security militia. He 
finally broke and wrote a detailec 
Confession of crimes which both he 
and the state department declarec 
never existed. 


The department linked Shipkov's 
story with the cases of Cardina 
Mindszenty and Robert A. Vogeler 
in Hungary. It described the pres- 
sure put' on the Bulgarian as an 
"apparently -hypnotic process," and 
said it explains how Mindszenty 
Vogeler and hundreds of other Rec 
police victims may have been brok- 
en. 


Shipkov was resigned to impris- 
onment because he was a non-Com- 
munist openly employed by the Am- 
erican legation. 
In 
his 32-hour ordeal, his story 
related, he was first questioned at 
length by seven police who display- 
ed an unchangeable conviction that 
he was a traitor and spy. 
The story continued: 
Shipkov was slapped and rough- 
ed up and forced to stand aglnst 
a wall until he fainted. 
Finally, after agreeing that he 
was guilty of the crimes alleged, 
he was shocked to discover that 
more was expected of him.

Republican front headed b" form- 
er Foreign Minister John Sophian- 
opoulps, polled a sizeable vote that 
surprised most observers. Conser- 
vative politicians said that Com- 
munists—whose party was outlaw- 
ed as a result of the civil war that 
ended last fall—turned their sup- 
port to the leftist parties.

about one-half of the 4,000 precincts 
heard from, held 29 per cent of the 
votes—a clear indication that 
no 


single party would gain a majori- 
ty of parliament's 250 seats. Anoth- 
er moderate coalition—like the 11 
governments that have ruled Greese 
since the war—was expected to be 
formed.

The tall, slender defendant is 
under indictment on two other 
charges of 
rape and 
also has 
been indicted for burglary. 


The jury filed into the courtroom 
at 8:05 a. m. and announced Its 
verdict. 


Adair himself received the 
ver- 
dict with composure. But his pret- 
ty young wife, who has been at his 
side 
throughout the trial, broke 
down and cried. Adair tried to com- 
fort her. 


Defense 
attorneys immediately 


announced they will file a motion 
for a new trial. They said it will 
be based in part on testimony of a 
state's witness, a woman Adair Is 
accused in another indictment of 
raping . 


The witness had been called 
to 
the stand to describe Adair as he 
appeared in a police lineup. Pres- 
umably the jury wasn't to know 
t.'iey were hearing the testimony of 
another of Adair's alleged victims.

On direct testimony Dr. Sander 
had said "there was no Indication 
of life, no reaction," in Mrs. Bor- 
roto when he injected the air. 


Under further questioning Dr. 


Sander conceded that he had been 
taught air in the circulatory sys- 
tem was something to be avoided. 
The 41-year-old country doctor 


on trial for murder in the death 
of the cancer-ridden woman said 
he called for a syringe the morn- 
ing of last Dec. 4 after he looked 
at his patient and thought she 
was dead. 
"It was my opinion then that 
she was dead,".Dr. Sander testi- 
fied in a calm voice.

inch carving' knife from a res- 
taurant and rage through 
the 
tenement district slashing at the 
heart of every passerby. 
The four who died were white 
men whom Jones apparently nev- 
er had seen before. 
But one of Jones' other vic- 
tims, a 20-year old negro, was a 
friend and neighbor. 
Jones cut 
him as the victim raised a hand 
in greeting.

One was James Culhane, 28, a 
shoe salesman, and the other was 
Kenneth Kenney. 23, a Mohawk 
Indian and construction worker. 


Shouting "Do you know me?" 
Jones plunged the bloody knife 
ito Kennedy's chest. 
The knife 
stuck. 
As Kennedy tried to stag- 


ger 
away, 
Jones followed 
and 
yanked the knife out of his chest. 


The father was in critical con- 
dition in a hospital today. 


Culhane already was 
on the 
run, 
pushing' his 
15-months-old 


heard a familiar cound 


behind him— "Do you knowmeV" 
out he made 
it to 
his own 
house before Jones 
got within 
knife range. Four men were in 
a social club on the first floor, 
and 
Culhane 
called 
to them: 


There's a madman out here." 
But the madman had lost in- 
terest in Culhane by this time, 
and took a new course. He rip- 
ped Annilio Durso, 61, who died 
early today. 


A few feet farther on, the slay- 
er killed 46-year-old Frank St.

friend, James Yearns, 20, a negro, 
and slashed him oh the wrist as 
he waved. 


Doubling back 
on 
his route, 
Jones plunged his knife into John 
Gordon, 
51, killing 
him, 
and 


wounded Jerome Sullivan. 51, so 
badly he died to a few minutes. 
Communists Lead 
Paris Bus Strike 


PARIS, March 6.— WP>— A Com- 


munist-led strike on Paris bus 
and subway lines today confused 
— but failed to stop — the gay city's 
normal life. 


In the national assembly, mean- 


while, the government this morn- 
ing shut off a 72-hour-old Red fili- 
buster aimed at killing the anti- 
sabotage bill. 


The strikers were 
demanding 
a cost of living bonus. The fill- 
busterers had sought to furtheir 
a Communist campaign 
against 


shipments of Atlantic pact arms 
and of military aid to 
French 
troops In Indochina. 


With most Paris stores closed 
normally on Monday, the strike's 
effect on business was minimized. 


BRITISH LABOR 
HAKES HOVE 
FOR HARMONY 


Plans Omitted On 
Nationalization As 
Parliament Opens 


LONDON, March 6.—W)—Brit- 


ain's Labor Party put further na- 
tionalization on the shelf for the 
time being today in 
a 
bid to 


strengthen its shaky hold on the 
helm of government. 


Labor's majority, 148 seats in the 
last parliament, shrunk to seven 
seats in the Feb. 23 elections. 
The government's immediate pro- 
gram was disclosed in a speech 
written by the 
party 
for 
King 


eorge VI. The speech, delivered at 
today's formal opening of parlia- 
ment, was one of broad generali- 
ties, notable for what it did not 
say rather than for what It did. 


Parliament opened with its usu- 
al pomp and circumstance. Flash- 
ing jewels, gilt and furs brightened 
austere London in the centuries old 
pageantry preceding the opening. 
Thousands of Britfons lined 
the 
route from Buckingham Palace to 
Westminster to see King George 
and Queen Elizabeth drive in state 
to inaugurate the new body of law- 
makers. 


The King's speech made no men- 


tion of new nationalization of In- 
dustries, the basic plank in labor's 
pre-election 
campaign 
platform. 


This shelving of socialization was 
an obvious bid for the support of 
the nine Liberal party members 
of the new parliament. 


The Liberals had considered sup- 


porting. ,the...Ijabpjc-Mgpyernment if 
nationalization 'WereTi&lted". ~ 
Clement Davies, the liberal lead- 
er In the House, Is expected 
to 
speak tomorrow, and his address 
will be studied closely for a hint of 
what the Liberals intend to do. 


The main aim of the 
Laborites 


now Is to steer the government 
through its budgetary problems in 
the next few months, and for this 
reason the king's speech reflected 
a desire to avoid controversy in the 
immediate future. The legislative 
program laid before the Commons 
was a sketchy one, touching only 
upon such legislation as might stir 
little conflict. 
The king said his new govern- 
ment will do its utmost "to assist In 
finding a durable solution to the 
tremendous problem of atomic en- 
ergy so that international agree- 
ment for adequate control and su- 
pervision of 
the 
production of 
atomic energy may be secured." 
The speech emphasized that the 


government will continue to give 
Eull support to the United Nations, 
'for it is only through an effective 
system of security that world peace 
can be assured." 


Harmony will not be sought at 


Lhe expense of the national well- 
being, the king said. 


There will be a limited. program 


of legislation in view of the "heavy 
volume of financial business to be 
transacted," he explained. 


"Nevertheless, should other mea- 
sures prove in their (the govern- 
ment's) view to be immediately 
necessary for the maintenance of 
full employment and the national 
wellbeing, my ministers will not 
hesitate to submit them to parlla-

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ShiversCommends 
Group On Traffic 
Safety Projects 


DALLAS, 
March 
6.—UP}—Gov. 


Allan Shivers today praised 
the 
work of the Texas Safety Associa- 
tion

Improving the state's 


traffic; safety record. 
But, he said, Texas can further 


reduce the number of lost lives, 
the suffering, and the economic 
loss caused by careless, ignorant 
driving. 


Shivers made his remarks at 
he annual Texas 
sofety confer- 
ence. 


The governor reported that traf- 


fic movement has nearly doubled 
since the Texas Safety Associa- 
tion was organized 12 years ago. 
yet motor vehicle accidents have 
increased only about one and one- 
half percent.' 
"What this means is that Texas 


traffic Is nearly twice as safe as 
it was 12 years ago," said Shivers, 
who figured the safety movement 
in Texas has saved more than 11,- 
500 lives since 1937. 
"No small share of the credit 


for all this must go to the Texas 
Safety Association," he said. "This 
non-profit 
organization, support- 


ed with time and money byelad- 
ing Texas citizens and Texas bus- 
iness concerns, has the sole pur- 
pose of striving to prevent acci- 
dents in traffic, school and In- 
dustry." 


"The 
program of the 
Texas 


Safety 
Association is, in short, 
one that deserves the full support 
of all the people of Texas—this 
year and next year, and every 
year of this automobile age 
In 


which we live," Shivers said.

Final Signing Of 
Pact Ends Crisis 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—W—The signing of a new 


contrfact sent soft coal miners swarming back to the pits 
today—ending a serious threat to the nation's economy 
and promising peace in the coal fields for months to come. 


For the miners,, the prize they won was $1.40 daily 
"package" per man, plus a reasonable asusrance of fairly 
steady work for at least a year and perhaps until the mid- 
dle of 1952. For the operators, it meant getting back into 
business. 


For the public ihe settlement meant relie'f from a 


four-week strike, rescue from a looming industrial 
breakdown, and some assurance of stability in the in- 
dustry, plus higher coal bills. 


One operator put the cost of the United Mine Work- 


ers' gains at $250,000,000 this year. The extra cost to con- 
sumers may be from 25 to 50 cents a ton. 


The strike-settling contract was signed by UMW Presi- 


dent John L. Lewis and the spokesmen' for all major 
groups of operators—North, West, the reluctant South,

About one-third of America's soft 
coal mines swung back into oper- 
ation today to pace the gigantic 
task of refueling a shivering nation. 


Resumption of digging that be- 


gan a bare five hours after the of- 
ficial end of the great coal strike 
progressed slowly. But by night- 
fall nearly every bituminous pit in 
the country is expected to be turn- 
ing out coal. 


Many of the 372,000 strikers re- 


ported to the mines In the same 
festive mood they were In during 
a weekend victory celebration. 
Gone were the grim stares and 
angry talk 
of tho 
previous 


months. 
Big industries—crippled by the 


fuel shortage—limped along a step 
behind the mines in restoring or- 
der to the nation's economy. 


A survey of the fields indicated 


fewer than 30,000 miners on early 
shifts answered the back to work 
call. 
In some cases pits were reopened 


although only a fraction of the 
normal manpower was present. 


Scores of others began 'opera- 
tion behind regular schedule as 
small groups of miners straggled in. 


Tradition accounted for the delay 


in most cases. 
Customarily TOW locals hold 


meetings after receipt of the of- 
ficial word of a strike end from 
John L. Lewis. Then tho diggers 
go to work. 


The UMW chieftain's telegrom 
has not yet reached many mine 
areas. 
Laughter echoed In the lamp 


houses and shaft entrances where 
miners did show up. 
Coal-hauling 
railroads 
worked 


through tho night to send all avail- 
able cars to the mines. 
The miners are eager for all the 


work they can get. 
Most are hundreds of dollars In 


debt because of the periodic work 
stoppages which began last year 
and finally blossomed into a full 
scale walkout a month ago today. 


Throughout the coal fields the 


reaction of the miners is the same. 


They're all happy to go to work 


on a full five-day week 
again, 


something they haven't experienc- 
ed since Lewis began calling per- 
iodic work stoppages last June 20.

WASHINGTON, March 6—(.3?).— 


The 'old farm problem of want and 
plenty existing at the same time Is 
appearing again, Secretary of Agri- 
culture Brannan said today. 
Shortages of food which plagued 


even the big food producing coun- 
tries during, and directly after the 
war are being replaced by surplus- 
es in those countries, including the 
United States, he reported. 
Yet these surpluses, the secreta- 


ry said, are very small when meas- 
ured in terms of needs in under- 
nourished areas of the world.

point, was painted by Brannan in 
his annual report to President Tru- 
man. 
Stating that poverty and hunger 


in shortage areas cause 
political 
as well as economic instability, the 
secretary oaid it is "our duty and

Brannan said solution of this 
country's farm surplus problem re- 
quires action on both the interna- 
tional and domestic fronts. 
This 


.country, he said, must' buy more 
from foreign countries so that they 
would have the money with which 
to buy. American farm products. 


On the domestic front, there 
is 
need, Brannan said, for more effec- 
tive farm price support machinery 
to prevent a new farm-led national 
depression. 
"Currently, our purchase 
price- 


support programs encourage over- 
production on the one hand 
and 


underconsumption on the other," he 
said. 


"Once we acquire these commodi- 
ties, the government must either 
convert the excess production into 
storable form, where possible, move 
the commodities into export 
out- 


lets at reduced prices, divert them 
into non-food uses, or destroy the 
commodities if no outlets of dispo- 
sition are available." 


The secretary reiterated his be- 


lief that a farm program outlined 
'by him last year, but strongly op-

congress and by some 


farm groups, would be more effec- 
•tlve. Under this plan, the govern- 
ment would not buy surplus perish- 
ables, but wuold allow them to move 
to market at whatever price they 
would bring.

Vast Bug Crop 
Expected This 
Year On Farms 


BY SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK, March 
6.—UP)— 


One crop that may be bigger than 
ever this year has the farmers and 
the planners worried. That's the 
crop of bugs. 


Thriving on the mild winter, a 


record horde of insects have burst 
forth to forage through the nation's 
grain 
fields. 
Later, others may 
attack cotton fields, orchards and 
home gardens. 


Last year, with government stor- 


are bins groaning and more bump- 
er crops on the way, federal bug- 
fighters spent nearly $3 million to 
hold down damage to crops. This 
year they may ask up to $4 million 
for the battle. 
The reason for the fight is a mat- 
ter of dollars and cents: Bugs take 
a 54 billion toll a. year from food 
and fiber producers. This year the 
toll could go much higher, the 
bureau of entomology and plant 
quarantine thinks. And letting bugs 
run riot is the last way the nation 
should control the size of crops, 
the bureau says. 


Insecticide makers have new for- 


mula's ready to combat the horde. 
Prices of the lethal sprays, powd- 
ers and fumigants may range as 
much at a third lower than last 
year. Still, the department of com- 
merce estimates that $100 million 
may be paid out this year for bug 
killers. 


The horde is expected to be larger 
this year because: 1. The mild win- 
ter has left untouched billions of 
insect eggs which normally are 
killed by cold; and 2 Some pests 
have the annoying ability to build 
up immunity to a new wonder kill- 
er and, after a faltering season or 
two, to go right on multiplying 
again. 


The bug bureau estimates that 
last year three pests alone—the Eu- 
ropean corn borer, the boll weevil 
and the grasshopper—did $1 billion 
damage in this country. 
The bu- 
reau thinks that this year the trio 
will do at least $2 billion damage 
'Bug damage to crops last year 
was one ot the worst in 
recent 
years. By late August, the trade 
reports, demand for Insecticides 
was swamping supply in some sec- 
tions of the country.

and pigs were slaughtered on the 
farm in 1949? 


2—How much was received from 


the sale of meat, lard and hides? 


3—How many cows and heifers 


were milked the day before the 
census caller arrived? 


4—How many gallons of milk 


were oroduced and pounds of but- 
ter churned the previous week? 


6—What was the total of whole 


milk, cream and other dairy pro- 
ducts sold in 1949? 


6—What kind of poultry was 


raised and what was the total for 
poultry and eggs sold? 


7—Each farmer will be asked 


to report the number of horses 
and mules and number of tractors 
and year of the latest tractor mod- 
el. 


8—Farmers will Be asked if their 


farms are electrified, if the farm 
is served by a power line, amount 
of last month's electric bill, about 
home lighting plans and other el- 
ertric-powered devices. 


9—Navarro county farmers will 


be asked to report the amount 
of cash expenditures made in 1949 
for a number of selected items en- 
tering into the cost of farm op- 
erations. In addition, they will re- 
port on taxes *paid 
or 
payable, 


and on land or buildings owned. 
Cash outlay expenditures will In- 
clude labor hire, machine hire, 
repairs, 
feed,- livestock, 
seeds, 


bulbs, plants -and full purchases. 


10—Farmers also" will be asked 


about the unpaid workers on the 
farm. 


11—Amount of money spent for 


feeding- livestock and poultry 


12—What is the mortgaged debt 
if any? 


13—Type and year of trucks, au- 
tomobiles and tractors? 


As a result of these inquiries, 


the census department will be able 
to make comparisons with previous 
tabulations and report on the con- 
dition of the farm and farmer. 


The report for the 1950 census of 
agriculture will bring up to date 
statistics for farms and farm pro- 
ductions. 


It is expected that more than 


six million farmers in all parts 
of the country will participate in 
the census.

0P}—A fast Burlington streamliner 
was derailed today after it struck 
a stalled, unoccupied automobile. 
Two women recived very slight 
Injuries. 
A moment before 
the impact, 


Mrs, Ernestine Mandeville of Free- 
stone plucked 
her 
two-year-old 


daughter, Brenda, from the stall- 
ed automobile and leaped out of 
the path of the onrushing train. 
The 
Sam 
Houston 
Zephyr, 


bound from Houston to 
Dallas 


and Fort Worth, hit the car and 
tossed it aside. But the cowcatch- 
er of the engine had been dented, 
and 50 yards from the Freestone 
grade crossing it hit a switch. 
This threw the engine off the 


track and it plowed into the earth, 
ripping up rails. 


The engine did not turn over 


nor did any of the cars, Mrs. Bob 
Crow, 
Teague 
newspaperwoman, 


said. 


"After the accident," she said, 


"all the cars were off the track. 
They were in zig-zag positions up 
and down the track." All cars and 
the engine were leaning, she said. 


The accident occurred about 11
